A Communication wos reed from (ho Re- 
ceiver General's office, staling the Reserve 
Fund for 10f)0 had been apportioned, and 
ilittt this Municipality v.os omiiled (o C&2 
whicli amount could now ho drawn by the 
proper authorities. 

In order to tccuro tho Government ap- 
portionment to the Common School, accord- 
ing to low it becomes necessary for Village 
Corporations lo mnko & grant equal to tho 
Government grant. Mr. Smith therefore 
mov«>d that a grant be made to ihe Common 
.-School of this Vitlogo of $120. Mr, Smith
